TO THE CHATRMAN AND MEMBERS OF THE HOLYWELL URBAN DISTRICT COUNCIL. 
Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, 


f have the honour to present my Annual Report with that of the Public 
Health Inspector, for the year ended December 31st, 1960. 


The Registrar General's estimate of the population at mid-year was 8,360, 
The population at the Census (1951) was given as 8,196. 


The Birth Rate shows a fall, The number of live-births was 150 compared 
with 161 in 1959. ‘There were 7 illegitimate births, compared with 6 in 1959. 
There were 3 still births, compared with 2 in 1959. 


The Death Rate showed a slight rise, The total of deaths was 119 compared 
with 113 in 1959. ‘ith the ever increasing number of elderly persms in the 
population, a rise in the death rate must be expected in the future, Diseases 
of the “a and circulatory system accounted for 67 of the deaths, and cancer 
for 15. ‘The figures for 1959 were 58 and 18. 


There was a fall, in the Infantile Death Rate. Two infants under a year 
old died compared with 8 in 1959, There were no deaths associated with child- 
birth. One death was due to a motor accident, and 6 were caused by other 
accidents, There were no deaths from Tuberculosis compared with 1 in 1959 and 


The analysis of the causes of death amongst the population as a whole 
shows that diseases of the heart and circulatory system, were the largest 
cause, accounting for 56 per cent of the deaths, Pneumonia accounted for 5 
deaths, bronchitis for 5 and Influenza }, 


It will be seen from the reports upon samples, that the quality of the 
water supply is satisfactory, and the quantity is becoming more adequate. 


The total number of cases of infectious diseases notified totalled 203, 
compared with 36 in 1959, there being more cases of measles, 183 compared with 
28 in 1959. 

There were 8 new cases of Tuberculosis notified during the year, Modern 
methods of diagnosis and close co-operation between the various authorities 
responsible for the health of the population bring many of the unsuspected 
cases to light. lost of the patients who go to Sanatoria quickly regain their 
health, such has been the advance in methods of treatment, The Xray Units of 
The Welsh Regional Hospital Board, continued to visit the cistrict during the 
year, B.C.G. vaccination against Tuberculosis is carried out in the Secondary 
Schools and at Chest Panes, 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the Council as a whole, anc your Officers 
for their assistance which was readily given to mc, throughout the year,

It will be seen from this table that 67 deaths were due to diseases of 
the heart and circulatory system, an increase of 9, Fifteen deaths were due 
to cancer in one form or another compared with 18 in 1959. There were no 
deaths from Tuberculosis, (1 in 1959). There were no deaths fron Diphtheria, 
Whooping Cough, Meningitis, Poliomyelitis, Measles, Pneumonia accounted for 5 
deaths, There was i dcoath due to a motor accident and 6 due to other accidents, 
Four deaths were due to Influenza,

SECTION C, 


Water Supply. Frequent samples are taken from various points in the district 

of the water supply. These are submitted for bacteriological analysis to the 
Public Health Laboratory and all samples taken during the year were satisfactory, 
fn occasional chemical sample is also taken and two taken during the year were 
again satisfactory. A new 6" water main was laid during the year and completed 
in December, this was in the nature of a link main from Penyball to Bryncelyn, 
This should give a nuch improved supply to the houses in the upper positions 

of Greenfield Hall Estate, There were no particular water shortages during the 
year but consumption has once again increased, No doubt much of this is due to 
wastage, but it should be pointed out that it is an expensive wastage. The 
dripping taps, the standpipe that is not completely closed, and the many other 
ways in which water is wasted, I am convinced, adds up to a large nunber of 
gallons. ‘When paid for at the rate of 2/6d. per 1,000 gallons it can casily be 
seen that a large sum of money could be involved. There are still only five 
houses in the area without a main supply of water and it is hoped that these 
houses will be dealt with under the Housing Acts in the coming year, During the 
early part of the year it was the practise to send water samples for bacteriol- 
ogical analysis to the Birkenhead Public Health Laboratory, these were sent by 
bus, but it wes found that on a number of occasions the samples did not reach 
the Laboratory until the day following the day of despatch. This of course is 
unsatisfactory and when the new Laboratories were opened in Chester the Committee 
decided that samples should be in future taken direct to the Laboratories by car,

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Refuse Collection and Disposal. 


A regular weekly collection of refuse Was maintained thrcughout the 
e 

service, A review of the service was decided towards the end of the year when on: 
f the existing collection vehicles was due for renewal. Jt is hoped. to-arrange 
or demonstrations of different types of vehicles so that the advantages and 
isadvantages of each may be considered. Jt am afraid that we still have a 
number of houses in the area where standard size dustbins are not provided. 

It must be remembered that every additional journey to a house means time, and 
time certainly means money, The care of the refuse tip is causing me some 
concern but it is hoped that some provision will be made during the coming year 
for the purchase of mechanical equipment so that the refuse will be constantly 
covered.

Tho statistics show above when glanced at tend not to mean very much 
but when examined more closely some interesting facts come to light, 


They show for example how housing conditions come to the forefront of 
public health work. A total of 813 visits and inspections of dwelling houses 
is a high figure and indicates the extent to which the tackling of unsatis- 
factory home conditions is being tackled, 


There has been a gradual but sure reduction in the number of visits made 
concerning infectious diseases and disinfoction. There were in fact no 
disinfections corricd out during the year. There was a time when such visits 
wore numerous and quite a number of disinfections carried out. Feople have 
come to the realisation that soap and water, with perhaps disinfectant added, 
is adequate for ordinary needs and that there can be no improvement on the 
disinfecting qualities of the sun. 


[hore were ten visits made in connection with clean air, Of thesc ten, 
six wore routine visits and the remaining four were to the only two industrial 
chimneys in the area which cause traible, One of these is in a local factory 
and I an told that the owners intend renewing the ancient boiler that axists 
during the coming year, They have come to realise that the emission of black 
smoke means wasting money. The other chimney which scons to ent black sinoke 
fairly regulorly is Lluesty Hospital, + have been promised action in this case

SECTION D. HOUSING. 
The Slum Clearance Programme proceeded satisfactorily and 1 houses were 

let to slu: clearance occuniers. Four Clearance Orders relating to 47 houses 

were confirmed by the Minister of Housing and Local Government in February 

and the rehousing of the people in these houses was commenced, There are 

still a large number of unfit houses in the area, but I think the Council can 

feel well satisfied with the way in which the programme is being tackled. In 

addition to the Clearance Orders @ number of incividual Demolition and Closing 

Grders were made during the year. In September the Council took action apainst 

the owner of a house for allowing it to be occupied contrary to a Closing 

Order, the owner was fincd £2, 


Development at Greenficld Hall Hstate continues and the block of flats and 
houses in Strand Close was near completion at the end of tac year, One problen 
in the lay out of new houses for slum clearance is that the variation in the 
type of accomodation to be built must be maintained, quite a high percentage 
of slum clearance houses are occupicd by older people with perhaps two persons 
occupying them, Thus the need for sma sh units of accommodation is high, To 
accommodate this need the Council must build suitable houses, and I would 
suggest that two bedroom houses are the type most urgently required.

During the year the Council received a report of a2 dirty milk bottle 
Which was the subject of a complaint, the milk contained particles of veg- 
etable matter, anc following an inspection of the plant it was decided that a 
warning letter bo sent to the firs concerned, 


The taking of samples under the Food and Drugs Act, 1955 is the responsib— 
ility of the Flintshire County Council as tho Food end Drugs Authority. samples 
of mile taken during the year for bacteriological arélysis wore all satisfactory. 


The standard of food hygiene has, 1 think, improved. A number of shops 
where food is handled heave been improved ami has, I think, made every shop- 
keeper realise how clean and attractive shops can be made to look, It is not 
necessarily true that the prine object in the redesigning of shops is food 
hygiene, but a clean shop is attractive to tho eye and improved hygicne docs

‘During the year several meetings were held to consider new Governnent 
policy relating to slaughterhouse facilities and under Section 3 of the 
Slaughterhouse Act, 1958 the Council were required to submit a report on 

hese facilities and to recommend a day by when some of the provisions of the 
Slaughter of inimls (Prevention of Cruelty) and Slaughtcrhouse (Hygiene 
Regulations, 1958 were to come into operation, Representatives of the three 
private slaughterhouses in the area were invited to attend a mecting of the 
Public iealth Committee and they were provided with details of work required 

to make their prertises comply, The date agreed, and subsequently agreed to 

by the uinister was January lst, 1961. Sore cfforts have been made to make the 
premises comply but it is cxtrenely doubtful whether they will fully comply 
within the period allowed, 


For the first time since iw apvointient there were no cases of tuberculosis 
in cattle, ‘When one considers the position in say 1954, when there was quite 
a high percentage of cattle affected with this discase, the improvenent effected 
has been quite reuarkable. Of 9081 animals slaughtered there ys but one 
aninal slightly affected with tuberculosis, 


Ice Crean, 


There arc no manufacturers of ice creain within the Urban District, All 
ice eream sold from shops in the area is manufactured by mltiple firas but 
there are four vehicles which rotail within the area during summer months, 
where the produce is manufactured within the arcas of neighbouring authoritics, 
Recular saiuples are taken for bacteriological analysis and all were satisfact— 
ory. The ice cream industry in this country has developed tremendously within 
the last decade, and, in most cases, the standard of oroduction is very high 
indeed, 


Food Shops. 


Holywell contains a high incidence of shops (1 shop to 64 persons) relative 
to the population and many of these cone within the scope of the Food Hygiene 
Regulations. The general standard of food hygiene is reasonable but not as 
high as I would like it to be, The provision of the facilities required by the 
Regulations, does, of course, constitute an inproverient, but too often does one 

ce signs that these facilities are only rarcly used. ‘the education of employees 
in food shops in the use of such facilities is of paramount importance and 
regular inspections are also necessary.

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From the tables above, it will be secon that there were 203 notifications 
of disease, (excluding Tuberculosis) compared with 36 in 1959, 0 in 1958, 
145 in 1957 and 10) in 1956, Mcasles totalled 188 cases, compared with 28 
in the previous year, Thore were 5 deaths from pneumonia. ihooping Cough 
was slight during the year, This complaint is one of the most serious and 
paren diseases of childhood, but it could be prevented, or_its cffects 

minimised, if all parents would have their babies imaunised. +t is now 

possible to have combined injections (Diphtheria and Whooping Cough) against 
these two complaints, and this protection is offered free, Imunisation is 
done at the Clinics, and by the seneral practitioners. Many children reccived 
primary immunisation during the year, and reinforcing injections were cone 
at the Clinic and in the schocls, Influenza caused deaths, ‘There were 5 
Dysentery cases of a mild type.

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there were no deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis during tho year compared 
with 1 in 1959 and 2 in 1958. There were no ccaths fron non—pulnonary 
tuberculosis. The continued incidence of new cases of tuberculosis cocs not 
necessarily nean that the complaint is more prevalent than before. Ceses are 
more readily diagnosed and more and more persons are referred to the Chest 
Clinics by practitioners, 


Mass Radiography 1960, 


The Mass Radiography Unit of the Welsh Rogional Hospital Board was in the 
district, and examined workers at local factorics and works, The Semi-~static 
Unit continued its three-weekly visits throughout the year, 


The Mass X-ray service is 2 most valuable one in the prevention and 
spread of disease. ‘n place of tho biemial visit of the X-ray Unit, it was 
arranged to continue with the Seni-static Unit stationed in the town for one day 
every three weeks. The general public may attend in the usual way, ond general 
practitioners may also refer patients. This scorvice begen in the middle of 
1957, and is well used, During the year, 785 porsons were examined by the Seni- 
static Unit, in 16 visits. In addition, the Mobile Unit visited factorics in 
the district, In the county as a whole 1,936 persons were cxamined in this way, 


The provision of imaunisation against Tuberculosis is approved by the 
Govermaent, and arrangements were nade in 1956 for this protection to be 
made available to children in Flintshire, A start was made with 13 year olds 
in grammar and secondary schools, The service is of course ctirely voluntary, 
Imaunisation against Tuberculosis is already available to infants and older 
children, on the recomsendation of tho Chest Physician, where there is a 
Gamper to the children due to the presence of a case of Tuberculosis in any 
fanily. At Holywell Grammar School, 151 children were tested, and 87 received th. 
necessary injection. At Basingwerk Miodern School, tne numbers tested were 
198, of whom 96 were injected. Fro: April 1959 the scheme was extended 
to cover children approaching 13 years, and those over 14 yoars, Infant 
contacts of Tuborculosis cases are given B.C.G, at the Chest Clinics, 


Poliomyelitis Vaccination, 


Vaccination against Foliomyelitis continued throughout the year, 
Additional Clinic sessions, including evening sessions werc held throughout 
tha year and the response by the public wes very good. By the end of the year, 
21,719 children between 5 and 15 years had been vaccinated, and 19,700 had had 
3 injections, im the County as a whole, over 93 per cent of children between 
5 and 15 years had been protected. There were no cases of Poliomyelitis in 
Holywell, 
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
